Rare  Engraved  Portraits  of 
Washington 

Note. — The  following  collection  of  engraved  portraits  of  Washington  were 
collected  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  the  life  of  Washington.  They 
embrace  quite  a  number  of  superlative  value  and  rarity,  and  should 
attract  the  attention  of  collectors,  as  it  affords  an  opportunity  to  ob- 
tain portraits  that  are  seldom  offered  for  sale  and  are  always  interesting, 
as  they  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  greatest  man  of  modern  times.

Fohvell  ivas  a  miniature  painter,  of  whom  little  is  known, 
as  Mr.  Baker  tells  us.    He  practiced  his  art  in  Philadelphia 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  i8th  century  and  the  early  part  of 
the  igth.     The  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society  possesses  a 
profile  similar  to  this,  zvhich  is  inscribed  "  .S.  Folwell,  Pinxt. 
^795 Ja/<r/  to  have  been  taken  from  life  on  a  public 
occasion,  the  President  being  unazvare  of  the  fact.    It  is 
drawn  on  paper  and  solidly  painted  in  India  ink,  with  certain 
lights  touched  in,  and,  as  declared  at  the  time,  is  certainly  a 
most  spirited  and  correct  likeness.    It  was  reproduced  on  wood 
and  published  in  Watson's  "  Annals  and  occurrences  of  New 
York  City  and  State  in  the  Olden  Time',''  1846. 
Note. — it  will  be  noticed  that  this  one,  above  described,  ante-dates  the  copy 
Baker  saw  by  four  years,  as  this  is  dated  1791  and  the  one  owned  by 
the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania  is  dated  1795,  and  there  is  a 
considerable  difference  in  the  size.    It  is  quite  probable  that  this  is 
the  first  one  executed  by  Folwell.
